President Tucker was making his op- 
ening speech a panic occurred in the 
great crowd before the stand. For a 
time it looked as though women and 
children would be trampled to death 
In the mass that swayed backwards 
and forwards.

Jamestown 
Exposition 
Grounds, 


Va., AprirSG.—Tbfee hundred guns at 
suarise, 500 guns at 9, a prayer, a 
speech, a golden key pressed by the 
President of the United States, 1000 
flags unfurled from the roof-tops of a 
new magic city; 
then more 
guns 


booming from the sides of visiting 
battleships, from the clean-cut hulls 
of our own matchless fleet, and from 
the gray walls of Fortress Monroe. 
Thus was the exposition begun, which 
celebrates the 300th anniversary of 


-the first English settlement in Amer- 
ica.- 


The guns and flags and martial 


music which 
predominated 
would 


have led the uninitiated visitors to be- 
lieve that this Is all a war show. 


But within the gates the only signs 


that smack of powder and force are 
the blue-coaled 'policemen and the 
militia'men on duty to save the crowds 
from their own enthusiasm. 


Made to order weathe* greeted the 


visitors, scarely a cloud in the sky, 
and just enough breeze to make the 
hot sun comfortable. 
Up to the time 


the President reached 
the grounds 


workmen were busy cleaning up the 
debris. In spite of the efforts how- 
ever, the view from the landing was 
not inspiring. 
Few of the 
exhibit 


buildings were anywhere near com- 
plete, and those 
finished 
in most 


cases are nearly bare of exhibits The 
nnpreparedness of the 
show 
was 


largely due to bad weather.' 


The attendance at the opening was 


wofully small owing principally, to 
the' fact that the transportation com- 
panies were utterly unable to handle 
the crowds. 


When President Roosevelt 
began 


to speak, not more than 10,000 per- 
sons had been able 
to reach 
the 


grounds. Steamers bearing 
excur- 


sionists for the exposition were un- 
able to land at the single pier, thus 
far ready for landing visitors. One 
or the steamers held up, carried vis- 
iting newspaper men. 


Many of the structures are unfinish- 


ed, and many of the displays will not 
be completed until after the middle of 
May. 


The Norfolk Light Artillery Blues 


started the exposition with a 300-gun 
salute from the exposition grounds. 
The arrival of the President's yacht 
Mayflower from Washington was the 
second event of importance, and as 
soon as her trim hull slipped into view 
and she joined the fleet 
of 
United 


States and foreign 
warships, 
every 


vessel fired a presidential salute of 21 
guns. 


The President's review of the fleet 


consumed about about one hour. Then 
the yacht came to anchor, and tlie 
President gave his reception to the 
flag and commanding officers of 
the 


fleet. Surrounded by a brilliant gath- 
ering of gold-laced officers, the Presi- 
dent stood on the deck and shook 
hands cordially with each officer as he 
came over the side. 


By 10 the reception was ended, and 


the visiting officers returned to their 
ships. The President was allowed a 
little time for rest before the exercises 
began on land, but he was on the 
move again by 11, going ashore in the 
Mayflower's big steam launch. 


As he stepped over the Mayflower's 


side, the big blue presidential, flag 
flying from the" peak of the 
yacht 


came down, and one of the white- 
garbed sailors in the launch unfurled 
a duplicate flag of blue and floated it 
from the stern. Before the launch put 
off from the Mayflower's side, the guns 
of the yacht began counting the 21- 
note salute. The President was met 
at the end of the pier by a military 
escort, and as he entered the exposi- 
tion grounds was given another 21-giin 
salute by the United. States artillery. 
It lacked but a few minutes of 11:30 
when the viewing stand on Lee's pa- 
rade, in the rear of the auditorium 
building, where the opening exercises 
were to be held.

pressed the gold button which wus to 
turn on the electric current linmig'i- 
out the exposition grounds, every 
wheel in the new city began to mo -e 
At tne same moment a thousand fi.iss 
were unfurled; all tne ships in in" 
harbor contributed their share l>v fir- 
ing a salute, the bands burst forth 
with "The Star Spangled Banner" and 
every soldier presented arms.

But that was only the beginning. 


The military review came next, and 
for nearly an hour the President re- 
ceived salutes of the- troops

diplomatic representatives of 34 for- 
eign powers. 


Norfolk, Va., April 26.—With Presi- 


dent Roosevelt as the guest, and with 
diplomatic and military officials from 
all of the more important nations of 
the world in attendance, the James- 
town tercentennial exposition was to- 
day thrown open to the public. Every 
steamer and every train reaching Nor- 
folk brought thousands of visitors. 
The city is decorated as seldom be- 
fore, and the governor of Virginia 
proclaimed the day a holiday in this 
vicinity. 


The president played an important 


part in the opening of the exposition 
and the exeicises incident thereto, 
which began soon after he arrived at 
Hampton Roads. In the morning there 
was a review of the assembled men- 
of-war and the reception of the flag 
officers and commanding officers of 
tl*e foreign ships. At halt-past 10 the 
president left the Mayflower and was 
met at the end of the government pier 
by the officers of the exposition and a 
military escort, and was saluted by 
the United States artillery stationed 
on the exposition grounds. An hour 
later the president was escorted to the 
reviewing stand on Lee's parade, in 
the rear of the auditorium building, 
where a program of exercises, includ- 
ing the addresses of President Tucker 
of the exposition and President Roose- 
velt, and the pressing of the gold but- 
ton opening the exposition took place. 
In the afternoon there was a lunch 
to the president and his party in the 
auditorium building, a review of a pa- 
rade of the soldiers and sailors and 
the national guaid, and a reception to 
the president by the officer's and direc- 
tors of the Jamestown exposition com- 
'pany. 


While there are representatives of 


several European countries, the Unit- 
ed States fleet naturally overshadows 
everything else. It far eclipses in 
fighting strength the %ressels assem- 
bled in Oyster bay last year, and is 
piobably the strongest force that will 
be gathered under the stars and 
stripes for several years to come. 


The Ohio delegation at the exposi- 


tion is comfortably located at the In- 
side Inn. A delegation of distin- 
guished Virginians met the party at 
Newport News and escorted them to a 
boat which was waiting and, taking 
them across Hampton Roads to the 
exposition grounds, passed through 
the asembled fleet en route. A recep- 
tion given by the governor of Virginia 
was attended by the Ohio delegation 
Thursday night at the Virginia state 
building. 


Saturday will be a day of compara- 


tive rest for the president, he and Mrs. 
Roostvelt taking a trip UD the James 
river on the Mayflower, so as to start 
for Washington about 7 o'clock in the 
evening. The Mayflower is scheduled 
to reach Washington Sunday morning.

Floe Variety ol Mushrooms. 


As the ground is now full of mois- 


ture, and if the weather will stay fair- 
ly warm, the delicious spring mush- 
room is due to make its appearance in 
about ten days. 


There are several kinds of edible 


fungi that come in the early spring, 
but that best known is the 
sponge 


variety, which all amateurs know, and 
every thing of this genus is perfectly 
safe. 


There is a variety of this sponge 


family of mushrooms that is rarely 
gathered on account that it is not well 
known. It is a finer mushroom than 
the one mentioned above, being more 
fleshy and of more delicate flavor, and 
grows, much larger than the common 
sponge fungus, which is named by the 
fungologists 
'Morchella" - while the 


name for the variety described below 
is "Gyromitra" or "Helvella." 


It occurs growing with the Morrels 


but likes the shadier places, being 
partial to places rich in organic matu 
ter, like soil from decayed wood. It 
is hollow like the Morrels but the 
walls are much thicker; the color is a 
deep red to a red-orange, but may vary 
from this wivh the variations of the 
soil from which they grow. 
Instead 


of being deeply pitted like the Morrels, 
the cap is of peculiar lobbed or irreg- 
ular form, and look like ears standing 
out from the body of the plant.

Government's Measure Establishes an 


Irish Council to Administer Domes- 
tic Affairs In Ireland—Body to Havo 
Little or No Legislative Power*, 
Party's Demands May Be Granted. 


London, April 2G—The Irish home- 


rule bill will be introduced in the 
British house of common on May 7. 
That there are very wide 
differ- 


ences of opinion between the govern- 
ment officials and the Irish National- 
ists relative to the terms of the meas- 
ure is not denied, but it has been 
agreed that the bill shall be intro- 
duced on the date determined upon by 
Secretary for Ireland Bitrell, and what 
the Nationalists are unable to get 
from the government they will en- 
deavor to obtain by amendments 
which will be proposed during the de- 
bate upon the bill 


Some of the members of the cabinet 


were inclined to concede the demands 
of the Irish party. 


It can be stated broadly that the pro- 


visions of the bill establish an Irish 
council, partly elective and partly 
nommativ e, w mch shall administer the 
domestic affairs of Ireland, exclusive 
of the army and navy, but will have 
little or no legislative powers. This is 
far from what the Nationalists desire, 
and in the discussions Mr. Redmond 
strove for a greater measure of home 
rule and will carry the fight Into the 
bouse of commons, without, however, 
declining to accept what is offered as 
a sop to the Nationalists, who have 
abstained from participation In all the 
entertainments to the colonial pre- 
miers, even that given by the members 
of the house of commons, and are ar- 
ranging a dinner for the premiers on 
May 6 the eve of the introduction of 
the Irish bill 
This will be made the 


occasion for a great home-rule demon- 
stration, all the premieis being pro- 
nounced advocates of the self-govern- 
ment of Ireland

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•ANECDOTES OF DR. AKED. 


Famous Britisher Who Will Preach to 


Jehn P. Rockefeller. 


• ReT. Dr. Charles Frederick Akcd, 
former pastor at Pembroke chape! in 
Liverpool, who recently arrived iu 
New \<>rk to take up his duties as 
pastor of the Fifth Avenue Baptist 
church, is au athletic type of man, and 
fcis manner reminds inauy of President 
Roosevelt It is told of Dr. Aked that 
when he was about to take the pas- 
torate of Pembroke chapel, Liverpool, 
he went fishing at 3 o'clock one morn- 
ing and, finding a suit of clothes on 
the bank, jumped in to save a sup- 
posed drowning man. He brought out 
the moo's dead body. As a result of 
the incident Pembroke chapel on the 
morning that Dr. Aked preached his 
flrst eermon was crowded to the doors. 
People wanted to see a preacher wuo 
bad gone fishing at 3 a. m. and who 
had jumped into the water to save a 
man. 
When interviewed somehow the con- 


versation turned first to John D. Rock- 
efeller, and Dr. Aked rather resented 
the idea that he was to be the pastor 
of "Rockefeller's church." 


"I know nothing of Mr. Rockefel- 


ler," he said, "and it is rather hard to 
call the Fifth Avenue Baptist church 
Rockefeller's church. He is only a pew- 
holder in the church." 


Here some one managed to get in a 


question as to tainted money, and Dr. 
Aked brightened up. 


"I am not talking now on tainted 


money," he said. "But perhaps yon 
feel like the negro. The story goes 
that two negroes were talking when 


• one of them asked whether; he had 


heard that a certain rich man had 
tainted money. 
",'What is this tainted money?' ask- 


ed one. 
i 
"'What,' said the other, 'ain't you 


heard what dat is? Well, :.it 'tain't 
yonrs and it 'tain't mine.' " 


When the Transvaal war crisis be- 


gan to approach, ''in season and out of 
season," to use his own words, "Dr. 
Aked denounced Chamberlain's policy." 
When the war began he was the first 
and most fervid of the pro-Boers. On 
a Sunday, after a disastrous week to 
British arms, he announced a lecture 
In Pembroke chapel dealing with the 
South African war. The police expect- 
ed what would happen and had 200 
men at the chapel. 


After the service Dr. Aked, his wife 


and a deacon got away safely in a cab 
by a side entrance. Before the cab 
reached the minister's house it was 
overtaken by tiie uiob anii partially 
wrecked. 
It managed, however, to 


reach the house. 


Dr. Aked sprang out, fought his way 


to the door, opened it and fought his 
way back to help his wife from the 


• cab to the house. One man stood in 


his way. Dr. Aked dealt with him in 
the 'fashion he has applied to all his 
fights. He did not speak to him, he 
did not wait to see if the man would 


- 'really offer violence—he was in the 


way, and Dr. Aked knocked'him down 
like a log. 


When the minister and his wife were 


safe inside the mob amused itself by 
wrecking the house from without, ,not 
leaving a pane of glass unbroken. For 
five weeks this scene was repeated 
every Sunday. 
For five weeks Dr. 


Aked denounced his own country under 
police protection. Three hundred po- 
lice guarded the bouse and chapel, and 
all the way between'the two, back and 
forth, Dr. Aked was handed from plain 
clothes man to plain clothes man.

A tax commission was named by 


the Massachusetts legislature to con- 
sider reforms immediately practicable 
rather than profound and fundamental 
changes in the system of taxation. The 
legislature believes that it is desir- 
able to make improvements in. the 
present system which 
shall 
prove 


stepping stones to more 
radical 


changes. 


The report^ recommends a number 


of new taxes and of modifications that 
are calculated to render the state and 
the counties more independent of each 
other in taxation. Home rule is recog- 
nized as the ideal to work for, and 
independence is to be made complete 
In the future. Among the specific rec- 
ommendations are these: The taxation 
of billboards; the extension of the in- 
heritance tax to direct successions; 
the imposition of a franchise tax on 
express companies; a graded tax on 
automobiles; a tax on stock transfers 
similar to that which has proved so 
successful in New York; and, finally, 
the retention by the state of all fran 
chise taxes on railroad, telegraph and 
telephone companies. 


The commission estimates that the 


state will gain over $3,000,000 annually 
from these new sources of revenue, 
and such gain will enable it tovabolish 
the direct tax on real and personal 
property, except for local purposes.—

ly at an advantage as compared with 
all the states combined liirsecurTSg 
taxes. With the enormous, 
ment of manufactured, products',. 
the increased power df .the, peope to 
purchase them, and with the greatly 
cheapened transportation 
from the circulation of yastlf 
quantities of commodities, the ' fey 
enues obtained by the federal govern 
ment have enormously increased. The 
states, on the other hand, find it im 
practicable to 
secure 
such 
large 


amounts of public revenue from the 
more direct forms of taxation. This is 
clearly- illustrated by the fact tha 
the federal government thus secures 
in taxes revenues amounting annuallj 
to $800,000,000. 
This is ..$10 per 


capita, or nearly $50 per family. Th 
states, on the other 
hand,, annuall} 


bring into their state treasuries only 
$2 to $3 per capita, or about; $200,000, 
000.

enues derived by cities, , counties
